PLENTY. OF EQUIPMENT. 


‘After, instructing. one of the Chi- 
nese revenue officers to guard Chung, 
5. R, O. Grimmitt and tho others 
proceeded to make o search of the 
premisca. Going to the deak jn the 
cubicle, two packets 
containing crude heroin and the 
other gum tragacanth, which was 
used among the ingredients for the 
manufacture of heroin pills. On 
opening the top drawer of the chest 
of drawers, S. R, O. Grimmitt found 
It to contain personal effects, ond a 
bottle of brown powder. On top of 
the chest of drawera were various 
tins, bottles, bowls and the like, 
which later, on analysis, were foun 
to contain articles used in tho mak- 
ing of pills, including pairs of scales. 

There was nothing in the living 
room to arouse the suspicions of a 
casual observer, but one of the sultes 
aroused the suspicions of S. R. O. 
Grimmitt. He tapped the arms of 
the armchairs and settee and they 
sounded hollow, On examining the 
chairs and settee more closcly, it was 
discovered that the pancls on the 
sides and back of the suite slid back, 
and inside were found all the ma- 
terial necessary In the manufacture 
of heroin pills.

ACCUSED ARRIVES 


At 12.30 p.m. Mr. Taylor left os 
he had other duties to attend to, and

wait. At:2 p.m. the door bell rang, 
and he answered and opened the 
door. Accused was standini outside. 
Aa soon os he saw S. R. O. Grimmitt, 
he tried to bolt down the stafts, but 


was seized and pulled {nto the floor. |. 


Accused then put his hand Into his 
pocket, but S, R. O. Grimmitt did not 
take any chances, and instantly 
clamped accuscd’s arms to his side. 
He .saw something bulging In the 
pocket, but it was a wallet. 

Accused then said in good Engllsh, 
“Please let me go. I will give you 
some money—I will give you $100.” 
S. R. O, Grimmit released his grip 
on accused, and replied “O.K,.” 
Accused took out his wallet, opened 
it and handed o wad of notes to S. 
R. O. Grimmitt, who smiled, and ac- 
cused, sensing something was wrong, 
attempted to get the notes back, but 
was baulked. The . other Chinese 
revenue officers, who heard sounds 
of a scuMe, then arrived on the 
scene, and handcuffed accused on S, 
R. O, Grimmitt’s instructions, At the 
time when accused entered the floor, 
-Chung:sald> “He is-‘my-moster.’— The: 
wid of notes contained $85, and there 
wag Another $300 dollars In the 
wallet. 


BECAME EXCITED 


S. R. O. Grimmitt proceeded. to 
search accused, who became very 
excited and violent and considerable 
force had to.be used on him. 
.bunch of keys was found in a trou- 
sera pocket, one of which fitted the 
safe, but nothing of importance was 
found there except a further $163, 
Mr. Taylor returned ‘to the floor 
about 2.30 p.m. after he had been 
sent for, and the whole party then 
went to Wanchal pollce station, 

On being charged with possession 
of dangerous drugs, accused said: “I 
cume to Hongkong in April. I came 
here to look for a job. My friend, 
Li King-ming asked me to live in 
his house because he went to Shang- 
haf on.business, He asked me to 
look after his house.” . 


S. R. O. Grimmift, in the course 
of his evidence, demonstrated in 
Court with the assistance of Mr. Ng, 
Court interpreter, what exactly hap~ 
pened when he opened the door of 
the house and saw .accused. After 
accused had been arrested, he went 
with him.and Mr. Kwan to the Bank 
of East Asio, where defendant kept 
a safe deposit box, which on_ being 
opened, contained a considerable 
amount of money.

In July last there 
were 2,600:: persons (serving 
terms and 1,400 of them were 
hawkers. The committee holds 
that the methods of dealing 
with them are ‘cumbersome, 
inadequats and __ inefficient.” 
When it is considered that these 
hawkers as a rule serve no more 
than seven and never more than 
ten days, the number of them 
passing through the hands of 
the, over-worked. magistrates 
will be realised. The Committee 
proposes that'a form of intern- 
ment camp be organised here 
for the reception of hawkers, and 
it is felt that it would be wise to 
send the Colony’s mendicants to 
such i place. They might be 
taught some useful work there, 
and if nothing else they could 
be encouraged to carn their 
livings with a shovel and hoc.

ORDERS A YEAR 


They were obtained by a Home 
ONjce committee in 1934. It was 
then calculated that the yearly num- 
ber’of police court separation orders 
made on the grounds of cruclty, de- 
sertion, failure to maintain, ’ failure 
of parental duty, totalled” eleven 
thousand. There were then fifty 

+ thousand such orders In operation,

'T was Richard Burdon Haldane 

who made tho British Army—
